Disintegrated and Demoralized. 

Washington, May 18.—That the in- 
surgents are disintegrated and demor- 
alized is perfectly manifest from the 
press dispatches and the cable received 
from Gen. Otis Wednesday. Gen. Law- 
ton, who was pushing the line of the 
rebel retreat along the Rio Grande, has 
flung his advance, which, at last ad- 
vices, was resting at San Miguel, north- 
ward about 12 miles, has taken San 
Isidro, the second insurgent capital, 
and when Otis’ dispatch was sent was 
still pressing the enemy northward. 

The fact that he is sustaining few 
losses in his forward movement, al- 
though in an almost continual contact 
with the enemy, is another proof of 
their utter demoralization. According 
to Gen. Otis’ cable, they still continue 
to throw up intrenchments, but Gen. 
Lawton’s strategy outflanks each posi- 
tion in turn, keeping them in full re- 
treat and giving them no opportunity 
to reconstruct their scattered forces. 

It will soon be the mountains or the 
sea for\the insurgents. As our troops 
could be transported by sea to the 
mouth of the Agno and a new base of 
operations established there, it would 
be folly for them to take that course. 
Scattered, demoralized and _ disheart- 
ened, it is almost certain that the rebels 
in desperation will retreat into the 
fastnesses of the mountains, where they 
would be safe from pursuit, and where 
they could keep up a guerrilla warfare 
indefinitely, or until their leaders came 
to their senses.

Manila, May 18.—Col. Summers’ com- 
mand, consisting of the Twenty-second 
infantry, on the left, the Minnesota 
regiment in the center and the Oregon 
and North Dakota regiments on the 
right, preceded by scouts and accom- 
panied by Scott’s battery of artillery, 
advanced from Baluarte at daylight. 
The troops first encountered the en- 
emy two miles from San Isidro, the 
rebels retiring when our artillery 
opened fire. Just outside the town, 
a rebel force, estimated to number 2,000 
men, was entrenched. It made a 
slight resistance, but quitted its posi- 
tion when our troops turned its right 
flank. 

The enemy’s loss was 15 men killed 
and 20 wounded.

could come to their assistance. 

“One of the prisoners alleges that he was 
acting under instructions from the British 
war department.” 

It is not believed that officers who 
bore or bear the queen’s commission 
are plotting against the republic.

Sworn affidavits allege that 2,000 men 
have been enrolled for military service 
and that it was intended to arm them 
in Natal, to return them to the Rand, 
and, at a given signal, to seize“and hold 
the fort of Johannesburg for 24-hours, 
pending the arrival of British troops.

A DESPERATE NECRO 


Kills a Police Sergeant and Wounds 
an Officer Near Washington. 


RESISTS ARREST FOR BRUTAL CRIME. 


Surrounded in His Home He Holdsa 
Force of Policemen at Bay—Sur- 
renders When Attempt Is Made 
to Burn Him Out. 


Washington, May 18.— Humphrey 
Taylor, a negro suspected of the 
Rosenstein murder at Slidell, Md., on 
Wednesday shot and killed Police Ser- 
geant Fritz Passau, wounded Police- 
man Gow and kept a posse of a half 
dozen officers at bay from the loft of a 
house for nearly two hours. Dozens of 
shots were exchanged between the ofti- 


cers and the fugitive, who only surren- 


dered when preparations were made to 
burn the premises. 

Last Saturday morning Louis Rosen- 
stein and his wife, who kept a small 
store at Slidell, were found insensible 
and horribly wounded in their store- 
room. Rosenstein soon died from his 
injuries and the woman is believed to 
be near death. Suspicion fell upon a 
negro named Humphrey Taylér, alias 
The po- 
lice cf this city were notified and a 
strict watch has been kept for the man. 
A negro answering the description of 
Taylor was seen last Saturday evening, 
and information received by the police 
led them to believe their man was living 
in a small house on Fowler’s Hill, a set- 
tlement abcut a quarter of a mile west 
of Georgetown. 

Kills the Officer. 

Early Wednesday morning ‘Taylor 
was seen to enter the place, and word 
was immediately sent to the nearest 
precinct station, and a posse of officers 
hurried to the place. The men were 
posted about the house while Passau, 
Gow and another officer attempted to 
gain entranve through the front door. 
Repeated knockings and ealls failed to 
elicit a response, and finally the door 
was forced. The two small rooms on 
the first floor were empty, and the offi- 
cers ascended to the second story. The 
front room ‘was also untenanted, and 
as the men passed into the rear apart- 
ment Taylor opened fire from the trap 
door of a cock loft in which he had 
taken refuge. Sergt. Passau had turned 
to look behind the door just as the 
negro fired, and, wheeling, he sank to 
the floor dead with tyo bullets through 
his chest. His companions rushed for- 
ward, and Policeman Gow opened fire 
through the trap, but failed to hit 
the fugitive. Taylor, however, retreat- 
ed to a corner of the loft, and, realizing 
his advantage, the officers picked up 
the boy of the sergeant and retreated. 
Gow received a bullet in his right hand, 
badly shattering it, and another struck 
his mefl badge and glanced down- 
ward the entire length of his coat. 

Holds Them at Bay. 

The reserve of two precincts were 
called out and the house surrounded. 
Meantime word of the affair and the 
shooting hdd attracted several thou- 
sand persons. Occasionally the negro 
would fire a shot at the officers, and im- 
mediately a volley would answer it, but 
no one was hurt. With revolvers in 
hand they watched: every window and 
tried several ruses to draw Taylor’s 
fire. Most of these were successful, for 
he seemed to have an unlimited supply 
of ammunition. While he realized es- 
cape was hopeless, he was evidently de- 
termined to hold out as long as pos 
sible. Finally, concluding that he 
would not surrender, Chief of Police 
Sylvester and Distriet Commissioner 
Wight were communicated with; and 
the latter, after consulting legal advice, 
directed the police to fire the premises. 
A mattress was secured, saturated with 
oil, and the officers began to remove the 


furniture. 
die Surrenders. 


Seeing his game was hopeless, Taylor 
surrendered. Surrounded by officers 
with drawn revolvers he was hustled 
out of the house to the patrol wagon, 
when the crowd surged forward with 
shouts of “Lynch him,” “Burn him,” 
and made a rush for the prisoner. A 
rope was secured and the mob made a 
desperate effort to place it around the 
wretch’s neck. The coolness of the offi- 
cers, however, saved Taylor, though he 
was rather badly disfigured by blows 
from the nearest of the crowd.

Just outside the town, 
a rebel force, estimated to number 2,000 
men, was entrenched. It made a 
slight resistance, but quitted its posi- 
tion when our troops turned its right 
flank. 

The enemy’s loss was 15 men killed 
and 20 wounded. Our troops also cap- 
tured three prisoners and many rifles. 
On the American side one soldier of 
the Oregon regiment and one of the 
Minnesota regiment were slightly 
wounded. 

After capturing the town, Col. Sum- 
mers’ troops continued their advance, 
pursuing the retreating rebels for sey- 
eral miles. 

Still Threaten San Fernando. 

Manila, May 18.—Although the reb- 
els still threaten San Fernando in con- 
siderable force, large numbers of na- 
tives, a majority of them being fam- 
ilies with their household goods, are 


returning daily to the towns inside the 


American lines, at Apalit especially. 

Many of the richer Filipinos are com- 
ing to Manila and laborers are resum- 
fng work in the rice fields. The latter 
show their respect for American sov- 
ereignty by removing their hats to the 
passing trains. 

At daylight Wednesday Lieut. Hill, 
who, with 25 men of the Fourth cav- 
alry, was concealed in the trenches 
near Pasig, was attacked by a force 
of rebels, who evidently imagined they 

could capture one of our outposts, be- 
causé only a few shots had been fired 
by the American force. A few volleys 
put the enemy to flight, the rebels los- 
ing five men killed and a number of 
wounded. 

For Dewey and His Men. 

Washington, May 18.—A notable fea- 
ture of Admiral Dewey’s ‘arrival in 
Washington will be the presentation to 
him by the president of the superb jew- 
eled sword made by authority of con- 


gress as a testimonial from the gov- 


ernment. The sword was completed 
some time ago, but owing to its deli- 
cacy and great value, it was deemed 
best not to send it to the admiral. It 
is now in a safe deposit io awaiting 
his coming. 

The presentation to the officers and 
mcn of the admiral’s flagship of the 
handsome medals authorized by con- 
gress will occur probably at the same 
time. The medals are being made by 
a New York firm and will be completed

Pretoria, Transvaal Republic, May 
18.—The seven alleged revolutionists, 
who presented the appearance of or- 
dinary loafers, were arraigned in court 
Wednesday, charged with the capital 
offense of high treason. They were 
remanded for a fortnight. 

Sworn affidavits allege that 2,000 men 
have been enrolled for military service 
and that it was intended to arm them 
in Natal, to return them to the Rand, 
and, at a given signal, to seize“and hold 
the fort of Johannesburg for 24 hours, 
pending the arrival of British troops. 

The Press says the government re- 
gards the matter as “an unfortunate 


local incident which will not affect the 


general political situation.”

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cers and the fugitive, who only surren- 
dered when preparations were made to 
burn the premises. 

Last Saturday morning Louis Rosen- 
stein and his wife, who kept a small 
store at Slidell, were found insensible 
and horribly wounded in their store- 
room. Rosenstein soon died from his 
injuries and the woman is believed to 
be near death. Suspicion fell upon a 
negro named Humphrey Taylér, alias 
Brown, who had disappeared. The po- 
lice of this city were notified and a 
strict watch has been kept for the man. 
A negro answering the description of 
Taylor was seen last Saturday evening, 
and information received by the police 
led them to believe their man was living 
in a small house on Fowler’s Hill, a set- 
tlement abcut a quarter of a mile west 
of Georgetown. 

Kills the Officer. 

Early Wednesday morning ‘Taylor 
was seen to enter the place, and word 
was immediately sent to the nearest 
precinct station, and a posse of officers 
hurried to the place. The men were 
posted about the house while Passau, 
Gow and another officer attempted to 
gain entrance through the front door. 
Repeated knockings and ealls failed to 
elicit a response, and finally the door 
was forced. The two small rooms on 
the first floor were empty, and the offi- 
cers ascended to the second story. The 
front room was also untenanted, and 
as the men passed into the rear apart- 
ment Taylor opened fire from the trap 
door of a cock loft in which he had 
taken refuge. Sergt. Passau had turned 
to look behind the door just as the 
negro fired, and, wheeling, he sank to 
the floor dead with tyo bullets through 
his chest. His companions rushed for- 
ward, and Policeman Gow opened fire 
through the trap, but failed to hit 
the fugitive. Taylor, however, retreat- 
ed to a corner of the loft, and, realizing 
his advantage, the officers picked up 
the butiy of the sergeant and retreated. 
Gow received a bullet in his right hand, 
badly shattering it, and another struck 
his me#il badge and glanced down- 
ward the entire length of his coat. 

Holds Them at Bay. 

The reserve of two precincts were 
called out and the house surrounded. 
Meantime word of the affair and the 
shooting hdd attracted several thou- 
sand persons. Occasionally the negro 
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would fire a shot at the officers, and im- 


mediately a volley would answer it, but 
no one was hurt. With revolvers in 
hand they watched: every window and 
tried several ruses to draw Taylor’s 
fire. Most of these were successful, for 
he seemed to have an unlimited supply 
of ammunition. Whilehe realized es- 
cape was hopeless, he was evidently de- 
termined to hold out as long as pos 
sible. Finally, concluding that he 
would not surrender, Chief of Police 
Sylvester and District Commissioner 
Wight were communicated with; and 
the latter, after consulting legal advice, 
directed the police to fire the premises. 
A mattress was secured, saturated with 
oil, and the officers began to remove the 


furniture. 
“ie Surrenders. 


Seeing his game was hopeless, Taylor 
surrendered. Surrounded by officers 
with drawn revolvers he was hustled 
out of the house to the patrol wagon, 
when the crowd surged forward with 
shouts of “Lynch him,” “Burn him,” 
and made a rush for the prisoner. A 
rope was secured and the mob made a 
desperate effort to place it around the 
wretch’s neck. The coolness of the offi- 
cers, however, saved Taylor, though he 
was rather badly disfigured by blows 
from the nearest of the crowd. All the 
way. to the station house the mob fol- 
lowed the wagon, shouting for venge- 
ance, and lingered about the building 
when he was safely in a cell. 
lice believe he is the man the Maryland 
authorities are looking for.

Speculations on the peace conference 


come from: London by cable to the fol- 


lowing effect: 

The British representatives in the 
peace conference having started for The 
Hague, attention naturally is directed 
to the conference and its probable re- 
sults. The general opinion seems to be 
that,’ ‘considering the course ‘of events 
since last August, it is something to be 
thankful for that the conferenice is to 
meet at all. . 

Further than this, it is held that Rus- 
sia herself is responsible for much 


which will militate against a satisfac- 


tory outcome. Russia's proceedings as 
regards England and her treatment of 
Finland have outraged liberal opinion 
here, and her proposed advance on Pe- 
kin has set the jingees on the warpath. 

It is pointed. out that the conference 
is to meet in accordance with a Russian 
plan, and that therefore Russian action 
inevitably affects the aspect with which 
the conference is regarded by other na- 
tions. In spite of allthis, however, in 
the opinion of leading politicians here, 
the mere fact that the conference was 
proposed by Russia renders it of first- 
class importance. ` 

For the last five years it has been 
agreed-that the limits of armament 
would shortly ibe reached and that rẹ- 
lief could come only in one of two ways 
—war or retrenchment. It is generally 
felt that relief is not-now to come by 
means of war, so it is confidently ex- 
pected that the confferenlce Will arrive 
iby mutual consent ai some scheme of 
general economy.
